It will 
be difficult to get news, as the govern- 
ment wires have to be relied on alto- 
gether. The general opinion here is 
that the Itata and convoy will double 
upon the Charleston. The government 
has ordered the gunboat Democrata to 
keep a sharp outlook for the vessels. 

lt is rumored bere that a private tel-

.two vessels out at sea, off the coast, at 
full speed. One was sizhted at 10 a.m.

THE ITATA NOT A PIRATE, 
The View Now Teken by the Wash- 
ington Authorities. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| There is no longer 
any tenable claim that the Itata may 
be seized as a pirate. Itis recognized 
that she may be recaptured for viola- 
tion of the customs laws, disregard of 
‘court, and-perhaps for kidnaping, but 
/any assumption that she is a pirate is 
completely negatived by the doctrine 
lad -dewn by the late Francis 
Wharton, formerly solicitor of the

A. Spaulding, in charge of 
the ship as deputy marshal. Before 
leaving the ship the captain held a 
consultation with his passengers, one 
of whom was Don Silva Palma, Ad- 
miral of the Chilean navy, a very 
courteous but determined gentleman. 
The Admiral said he was very sorry to 
do anything disagreeable to the United 
States, but the fate of a nation de- 
pended upon the delivery of the 
schooner’s cargo to the insurgents, and 
nothing would be allowed to interfere 
With the project. 

“We had some difficulty in getting a 
tug to chase the schooner, but finally 
secured the fastest tug in the barbor 
and put out at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. ‘The customs oflicers tried to get 
ahead of us with the Rover; but we ran 
away from them, and after a while we 
made out a sail on the horizon. 

‘It proved to be the Robert and Min- 
nie, and as soon asshe made us out she 
put about and ran to the southward to 
get into Mexican waters. We gave 
chase, and when we overhauled her 
she Was three and a half miles over the 
Mexican line. The Marshal had been 
instructed not to seize her outside of 
the legal limit of American waters, 
and notbing could be done,”’ 

From some remarks dropped by Mr.

Harry Morse Wanted. 

San Francisco, May 13.—This 
morning United States Marshal Long 
received a dispatch from United States

Accountant Kdgar Moore has submitted

Herewith find my report No. 1, being a tab- 
ulated report on the collection of taxes for 
1883-89 by Omri Bullis, Collector. 

Exhibit A will show you the account as 
kept by the Anditor against the Collector, 
which shows & total of $1,166,904,31 charged 
to the Collector, omitting entirely volume 
No, 8, Gomtaining the personal property tax 
collected by the Assesser, amounting to $30,- 
272.74, and on town lots, $9,104.96, but the 
Auditor, to balance the accouiit, has given 
him credit for $22,435.18 of the $30,272.74 
collected by the Assessor, and for the $v, - 
104.96 in his cash paymeuts and delinquent 
list, so that he has been credited with $31,-

FLEMING’S DEFENSE. 


A General Denial of Anna 
Petersen’s Story. 


HE SAYS IT IS NOT TRUE 


The ex-Preacher Gives a Detalled 
Statement of His Actions on the 
Eventful Night—A Small- 
sized Sensation. 


The trial of Samuel! J. Fleming, on the 
charge of assault with intent to commit 
rape, preferred against. him by a Danish 
servant girl, formerly in his employ, named 
Anna Petersen, was resumed before Judge 
Smith and a jury in Department One of the 
Superior Court yesterday morning at 10 


o'clock. 


There was a marked increase in the num- 
ber of spectators over that of the previous 
day, and when the defendant took the stand 
in his own behalf during the afternoon 
session, even standing-rgom was at a premi- 
um in the courtroom.

jected to, the girl mM iniained her com- 
‘posure admirably, and replied in a modest

propounded te her, 

She was questioned yesterday by Hon. T. 
J. Curren a8 to whether or not she had re- 
ceived avy money for carryitig the case into 
court, an imputation she indignantiy de- 
nied. She turther denied having received 
avy financial assistance fruma Mr. Stewart. 

On re-direct examination, however, the 
witness created a sensation by stating that 
short time ago a Danish youth nawed 
Larsen, to whom she was engaged, came to 
her and wwid ber that he bad been appronched 
by a stranger who had offered him $25v if 
he wvuld procure and witness her sign ture 
to an affidavit to the effect that she bad per- 
jured herself at.the preliminary examina- 
tion, apd that there was no truth in the 
charge against Fieming, butshe had refused 
‘todosv. The defeuse entered a vigurous 

rotest agaiist this tebtimony, which it had 

nadvertently touched upun, butin spite of 
the objections raised it was finally laid be- 
fore tue jury. 

At 11:35 o’clock the complainant, who 
had bedu on the stend for about five hours, 
was excused, and the prosecution called its 
next witness, 

Mrs. Lydia Ellen Young, an elderly lady 
With avery severe aspect, then took the 
stand and testified in substance as follows: 
“Lama warried woman and reside with 
my husband at South Pasadena, Mrs. 
Fieming, the defendanv’s wile, is my niece.: 
She came to my house on March 15, and 
took up her quarters there. ‘lle next day 
Mr. Fieming called and referred to the dit- 
ficuity he had had with a hired girl. He 
asked tosee his wife. She was not abie to 
see him and I[ told him sd. He said it was 
on a matter of business, Mrs. Fleming 
said she did not waat to see her husband, 
and it he had anything to commuuicate to 
make it in a message. This he did. It was 
in substance that if she (Mrs. Fleming) 
could induce Annie to keep quiet fora 
week he would settle up his affairs with

THE OCEAN RACE, 


A dispatch from Washington this 
morning states thatthere is no longer 
a tenable claim that the Ttata may be 
seized as apirate. She may, however, 
be recaptured for violation of the 
customs laws, for disregard of court 
and perhaps for kidnaping.- 

Another sensational dispatch comes 
from Mexico, this time reporting the 
sinking of the Itata by the Charleston, 
but it isprobably afake. The Mexican 
authorities have ordered the Dem- 
ocrata to keep a sharp lookout for any 
Chilean vessels. It appears that 
Mexico is as anxious as the United 
States to presorve strict neutrality in 
this affair. 

Secretary Tracy says the Charleston 
is superior to the Esmeralda. The 
former has a larger number of 6-inch 
guns, while the armor is four inches 
thick and the Esmeralda’s only one 
and one-half inches. | 

Should the programme given in re- 
cqnt dispatches be carried out, and the 
Itata transfer her cargo to the Esmer- 
alda at Socorro Island, south of Cape 
San Lucas, before the Charleston 
comes up, the question then arises 
what course the Charleston . would 
take. Her orders are to take the 
Itata. That would probably suit the 
insurgents very well. They want the 
arms and are willing to pay a high 
price for them. | 

Following are the distances from San 
Francisco to ports between San Diego 
and Acapulco,in order of their loca- 
tion: Mazatlan, 1194 miles; San Blas, 
4519; Manzanillo, 1685; Acapulco, 1836. 
The Charleston, having left San Diego 
at’noon on Monday, and allowing hera 
speed of eighteen miles an hour, should 
be at noon today within a few miles of 
Acapulco, provided no stops have been 
made on the way. Should a consider- 
able time have been consumed in trans- 
ferring the cargo from the Itata to the 
Esmeralda, the United States warship 
may ’ere this have caught up with one 
or both of the Chilean vessels.

The status of the ltata is a nice question 
of international law. If she carries no 
known national flag and has po regular 
clearance papers from any recognized séa- 
port, she is liable to be overhauled and 
seized by any man-of-war of any nation, on 
the ground that she holds no commission 
nor delegated authority from any sovereign 
or state. But ber captor must take her into 
some port and charge her with some definite 
offense, If he cannot make such a charge 
stick he must let her go. She could not be 
condemned at Vaiparaiso, or for the matter 
of that in an American port either, for hav- 
ing infringed the port regulations of San 
Diego, especially as tbe Collector of that

LINCOLN, Neb., May 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Presidential 
train entered the State at an early 
hour this morning. The first stop was 
made at Hastings at 6:30. A large 
crowd, Including Grand Army men, 
civic societies and .school children, 
greeted him with applause as he was 
introduced. The President addressed 
those assembled, thanking them for 
their early welcome and expressed him- 
selfas gratified at everything he saw. 
The President was the only one of the 
travelers out of bed at Hastings. The 
visitors were given a cordial reception 
at Fairmont and Crete, and the Presi- 
dent made a short speech at each place. 

Gov. Thayer, Lieutenant ‘Governor 
Majors and all the State officers joined 
the visitors at Crete and welcomed 
them to the State. 

The travelers arrived at Lincoln at 
9 o’clock, promptly on schedule time, 
and received a most cordial welcome. 
The local militia,Grand Army men, 
University Cadets, Young Men’s Re- 
publican Club and 2000 school children 
formed in procession and escorted the 
visitors to the Capitol, where an ad- 
dress of welcome was made by Gov. 
Thayer and by the Mayor. Appropriate 
responses were made by the President, 
Postmaster-General and Secretary of 
Agricalture. 

‘The city was handsomely decorated 
for the occasion, and business was en- 
tirely suspended during the ceremé- 
nies, which lasted an hour. The mail 
carriers of the city were mounted and 
acted as special escort to the Postmas- 
ter-General during the parade. Just 
before leaving, the President received 
a large delegation from Omaha. They 
preceded him in a special train to 
Omaha. 

RECEPTION AT OMAHA. 

OMAHA, May 13.—The people turned 
out en masse to welcome the President 
when be arrived here.

I controlled the furious 
men, I told them to beware. I said 
if any harm befell those gentlemen I 
would immediately and unreservedly 
denounce the perpetrators of the deed. 
This firm stand checked them, and I 
succeeded in gyowes | them with a 
promise that I would do everything 
in my power to obtain justice, redress 
and satisfaction in a proper and 
legitimate-manner by arbitration and 
other diplomatic measures between 
the two governments.”’ 

Corte insisted that he had conclusive 
evidence that among the killed were 
several Italian subjects, and that they 
could have proved an alibi as clear as 


daylight, to exculpate them from the 
Hennessy murder. |

THE NEW SEWERS. 


The Contractor Must Turn Them 
Over in Good Condition. 
During the spring rains, the sewers 
recently constructed partially filled up 
with mud and sand, and there has been 
some question as to whose. duty it was to 
clean them out, the city authorities or the 
contractor. The matter was finally referred 
tothe City Attorney; who has furrished the 
City Engineer with the following written 


Opinion: 


J. H. Dockwetler, City Engineer.—DEAR 
Sir: Ibave made an examination of the 


‘contract and specifications under which W. 


A. Doyle censtructed sections t, 2 and 3 of 
the central intercepting sewer, for the 
purpose of answering your inquiries as to 
whether or not he can be compelled to clean 
out the mud, water and sand now in the 
sewers. You state that there is mud, 
water and sand in sections 1 and 3; that the 
same was in section 3 before you came into 
office (January 1, 1591,) but that the same 
tan into section 1 since that date, owing to 
storm water running into the trench, and 
the fact that proper precautions were not 
taken by contractor to prevent the same. 

Item No. 8 of the specifications recites: 
“The contractor shall, at his own expense, 
pump out or otherwise remove any water 
which may exist in the trenches, and he 
shall form all dams ana other works neces- 
sary for keeping the excavations free from 
water d g the progress of the work. He 
shall furth ore give particular attention 
to keep all water away from the inside and 
outside of the more recently built portions 
of thesewer until the mortar in the same 
has thoroughly set beyond any possible 
doubt. No sand, earth or other material 
shall be permitted in the sewer under any 
circumstances.” 

Item No. 30 recites: “The contractor 
shall be liable for the keeping in repair and 
good order of the whole of the work exe- 
cuted by him for three months after the 
date of the final estimates.” 

The contract with Mr. Doyle was to build 
a sewer from Washington street over in- 
terrnediate streets to the’river. lt was not 
to build sections 1, 2 and 3, and it was nota 
eontract as to either one of these. sections, 
but a contract to build the entire sewer over 
the whole district, and to turn the same 
over to the city in goodorder. ‘Thecontract 
also provides that he shall be paid different 
prices for these different sections; that on 
the first of each mont), during..the progress 
of the work, 75 per cent. of the work done 
and completed during the preceding month 
should be paid, and thatno payments should 
“made until the work is accepted 
by the City Engineer and the City Counci!. 
{ find from an examination of the demands 
that section No. 1 was paid forin full Sep- 
tember 18, 1890, that section No. 3 was also 
paid for in fullon December 29, 1590, and 
that with the exception of $1000, retained 
for the purpose of making certain repairs 
to be indicated by you, section No. 2 was 
paid for in full on Apetl 4,1891. Ifthe terns 
of this contract had been carried out, the 
25 per cent, upon the whole work 
would have been retained until the compie- 
tion of the whole sewer, and the city would 
then have been in position to havé com- 
pelled the contractor to clean out the same 
without having to have recourse upon his 
bond in case he failed todoso. While the 
contract provides that no payment shall 
be made unless the work has been accepted 
by the Engineer and City Council. I can- 
not find that sections 1 and 3 have ever 
been accepted by the Engineer, and no part 


.| of the sewer has ever been accepted by the 


City Council, yet the GOfitractor has been 
paid‘in full with the exception of sald $1000. 
Under the contract and. specifications, 
and upon your statement, | am of the opin- 
ion that the contractor can’ and sbouid be 
compelled to clean the mud, sand and water 
out of the sewer, no matter in what section 
it may be found.

MORAL CAPITAL. 


‘A Scholarly and Eloquent Lecture 


by Dr. Pullmane 
One of the most scholarly and elo- 
‘quent lectures ever heard in Pasadena 
was that delivered py Rev. Dr. J. M. 


-Pallman of Lynn, Mass., at the Uni- 


versalist Church Tuesday. right, on the 
subject of **The World’s Moral Capi- 
tal,” 

Unfortunately only a brief synopsis 
can be given here. The speaker began 
by saying that our race carries on the 
business of living upon-three kinds of 
capital—material, intellectual and 
moral. “All kinds of capital derive 
their value from the moral. 
individual, character is capital, so in 
the race.’’ Moral 


capital was 
defined as **the accumulated 
and transmitted experience of 


mankind in those moods of thinking, 
feeling and acting which tend to well- 
being and progress. . . . Thiscapi- 
tal is invésted in two ways. Part of it 
is laid up in external institutions, and 
art in the internal structure of man. 
t is laid up in laws, customs gnd man- 
ners; in civil, literary, educational 
and religious institutions; and also in 
babits, instincts, preferences and ideals; 
memories, hopes aad faiths.’’ 

“By what means does a man 
acquire moral capital?. By a means as 
apparentiy simple and as profoundly 
unfathomable as that by which he ac- 
quires material capital. As all ma- 
terial wealth springs from the power of 
a seed to multiply itself, that is its 
capacity for duplex action, so all moral 
wealth springs from the wer 
of a nerve for reflex action. an’s 
sole apparent means of progress is the 
power of reflex action possessed by his 
nervous system. ... The increas- 
ing complexity of our modern civiliza- 
tion is both the effect and'‘the cause of 
the increasing a of man’s 
nervous structure. If youclimb to the 
roof of the stock exchange in New 
York city you will find yourself in the 
center of a vast spider web of electric 
wires, radiating in all directions in 
‘amazing and bewildering complexity. 
Here are telephone, telegraph and au- 
tomatic signal wires, light, heat and 
motor wires, fulfilling every variety of 
function, and sounding every note and 
chord in the scale of human interests, 
hopes and fears—in fact, fairly pul- 
sating with the myriad heart-throbs of 
the restless world. ‘This is, in short, 
one.of the great nerve-centers of the 
modern world, connected by cords that 


run under the sea with the 
other nerve centers. of our 
race, so as stand 
there all humanity’s hopes, fearg and 


desires are in a manner poured out at 
your feet. And this enormous and 
complex nervous machinery has been 
developed in the last fifty years. But 
it could not not have been developed 
except by a corresponding development 
of the nervous system of man, of 
which it is the only visible symbol.”’ 
The speaker then traced up, step by 


 gtep, the process of this development 


from the primitive man. The perse- 


_eution and killing of the highest teach- 


ers and forernost thinkers, as practiced 
during the middie ages by the Euro- 
pean natives, and the ill effects result- 
ing therefrom. were forcibly brought 
out. A comparison was made of the 
methods by-which. material capital is 
produced, as affording a guood illustra- 
tion of the respective values of moral 
and material capital. Jt was next ar- 
gued that the law of induction—the 
contagion of oxampie—is a potent 
factor in the process of amassing a 
moral fortune, as is also the law of 
heredity. 

“The most costly single item of our 
moral capital is liberty—liberty of per- 
son, thought, conscience and speech. 
Our moral fortune has been 


gained by faith, courage, self-sacri- 


co even to the uttermost reaches of 
suffering and death. It represents the 
highest purposes of the noblest men— 
the things that such men gladly die 
for. Unknown thousands of years of 
aspiration and toil, of endurance, pa- 
tience and trust, of unconquerable 
energy and quenchless hope are repre- 
sented in our moral assets today. The 

resent generation holds this capital 
trust.’’ 

The speaker then pointed out who 
are the wasters of this capital. In 
this connection the dangers of the ex- 
isting immigration laws were forcibly 
portrayed in a manner that won gener- 
ous applause. The influence of re- 
ligion on moral capital wasjempbasized, 


and the lecture closed thus: 


~ “QOur planet bas swept into a new 
atmosphere of thought, of which the 
dullest feels the quickening influence. 
New truths, new hopes and incentives 
begin to take possession of us as we 
stand on the verge of the Twentieth 
century. Theradiant air throbs and 
pulsates with the electric travail of 
mighty revelations trying to be born 
into the eager world that has made 
ready to receive them. ‘Ihe old torms

his well-known tact and impartiality 
in this particular line, give promise 
that there will be no whitewashing of 
official dereliction and incompetency. 

The meeting of the inspector and 
Agent Rust with the Indians of the 
Potrero village, near Banning, a few 
days ago, was the prelude to this 
unique investigation. A motley crowd 
of ancient bucks, of wrinkled squaws 
with faded beauty, of young maidens 
in gaudy colors, and of young men, 
proud of their ability to talk Amer- 
ican, and prouder yet of the oppor- 
tunity to face these Government offi- 
cials and tell their grievances in good 
square English, were assembied at the 
village. 

Charges and countercbarges were 
made by Indians and agent. The 
‘‘lie,”’ and other non-complimentary 
epithets were hurled by the Indians at 
their agent with fearful rapidity,“and 


with the not very pious prefixes 


gleaned from the white man’s civili- 
zation, as often as he endeavored to 
reply to their statements. 

Complaints were made by the In- 
dians, which were anything but com- 
plimentary to the practical common- 
sense, the business methods, the of- 
ficial integrity and the humane in- 
stincts which are presumed to charac- 
terize men who have the supervision 
and management of Indians. 

The wily “Captain John.”’ who, not 
long ago, was engaged in an effort to 


get rid of the present agent, 
who, he averred, was ‘“‘no ’count,’’ 
and who succeeded in getting 


a hundred Indian signers to a petition 
for this purpose, came in for a good 
share of abuse by his dusky colleagues, 
because he has now taken sides with 
the agent against the Indians, in all 
matters of controversy between them. 
For a time it looked as though the In- 
spector would not be able to maintain 
the statu quo, so flerce was the contest. 
Itcame out that*'Captain John’s’ defec- 
tion was not prompted by unselfish mo- 
tives, but that the gift of a two-seated 
carriage, the property of the Govern- 
ment — which would have rendered 
years of service to an agent less fastid- 
ious of official prerogative, but not 
‘*tony’’ enough for the present régime— 
was made to him, tosmooth down his 
ruffied temper and impress him with 
the fact that the agent, who was ‘no 
’count’”’ in his opinion before, was of 
some *’count’’ after all. 

It is clearly too late in the day, re- 
specting the Mission Indians at least, 
for an agent to presume too much upon 
their indifference to the details of offi- 
cial management, or upon their 
ignorance of the duties and 
requirements of the Indian service, 
What they have not learned by con- 
tact with the white man has been 
largely — by their training in 
the day schools. They read and they 
investigate, and it may be surprising 


to some, but nevertheless a fact, that 


the more intelligent of them have 
studied the rules and regulations gov- 
erning Indian agencies. They are not 


so obtuse as not to know that an agent: 


must have their consent and tho ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior betore he can lease their pasture 
and other lands to white men. They 
know that moneys coming into their 
bands through this channel are to be 
kept sacred to their needs; that it is 


| neither proper nor right to expend it 


lavishly, simply because it is 
their money, nor yet to deposititin a 
bank in the name of an irresponsible 
employé. : 

‘They have read “Instructions to In- 
dian Agents,’”’ which is the official 
guide of all agents, and might en- 
lighten many white men, if not agents 
themselves, upon the powers and 
duties of that functionary. They know 
that agents are specially instructed 
not to create nor to maintain useless 
offices at their agencies. But aside 


‘from this, the most rudimentary un- 
‘derstanding of the principles of. busi- 


ness would lead an ordinary Mission 
Indian to question the propriety of 


) maintaining the office of agency physi- 


cian at Colton, when he knows that of 
the 3000 Indians, more than 2500 live 
over the mountains out of reach of 
medical attendance, and that, of the 
remainder, not one in a hundred ever 
applies for or receives it once in three 
months. 

Ignorant or unobservant as you ma 
deem him as to these matters, he will 
give you to know by a wink of the eye 
that he is toit.”” His perceptions 
are materially quickened as to the fit- 
ness of things when this salaried cus- 
todian of his health, and the thousands 
of his race, finds it more to his taste 
and to his personal interest to engage 
in outside business transactions. The 
average Mission Indian can under- 
stand why men go into the business of 
buying and selling barley. He knows 
that men traffic in tax titles and mort- 
gages, when there is a chance to 
squeeze same poor unfortunate delin- 

uent, but he cannot understand the 
justice or the propriety of maintaining 
an Official at the agency whois utterly 
needless and useless in order that he 
may engage in this sort of business and 
do it under a Government salary. 

It does not comport with an Indian’s 


understanding of the Government’s 


method of business, when it has to 
deal with him. He fails to see why be 
should be told to work earn his 
living, when he sees a useless official, 
receiving a salary for no other reason, 
that he knows of, except that he may 
have the opportunity for personal gain 
in outside. business ventures, 

If the authorities at Washington 
were to be guided by the necessities 
of the service; if a decent regard for 
economy were the rule instead of the 
exception, such sinecures would be 
promptly abolished. The continuance 
thus far, of this worse than useless 
pence of agency physician at the 

ission Agency an be accounted for 
only on the théory that the, Indian 
Office has been gulled by sanitary re- 
ports made to meet the exigencies of 
the case. It is dependant chiefly upon 
those in charge for its knowledge of 
the needs and efliciericy of any branch 


of the sorvice, and it goes without 


saying that the office of agency
